to us in the Sacrament of Baptiſm.” And 
we are alſo thereby taught, that in our Ap- 
proaches to the Sacrament of the Lord's Supper, 


We are to repent us of our Sins paſt, and to 
= have a lively Faith in Gad's Mercy thro Chriſt.” | 


We are to conſider alſo to whom this Doc- 
.trine was preached, together with a more 
particular Account of the Doctrine ſo preach- 
ed, Repentance towards God, and Faith 
towards our Lord Jeſus Chriſt; with 
particular relation alſo both to Jews and Gen- 
tiles. And how proper and neceſſary it was to 
both of them, conſidering their reſpective States 
and Conditions, or Circumſtances, in the World, 
at the time of our Saviour's coming into it; 
and that this Repentance and this Faith was 
then made available to Salvation, by the Death

The Queſtion then is, Who theſe Sinners 

were that are thus called to Repentance, and 

to whom Chriſt was ſent and came? Bee 

He came firſt and immediately to the Jews, 

the only People of God at that time, and who 

had been inſtructed by God himſelf, who had 
condeſcended to give them an account of his 
Name and Nature, in theſe ſhort and plain

And let it alſo be 
remembred, that it is expreſly ſaid, that our 
7 Jo. 6.38. Saviourꝰ came, not to do his own Will, nor 
a7 $4 ** ſpeak his own Words, but the Words and 
— $28. & Will of him that ſent him.” And I think 
that it will hereby appear, that the Choice, 
which I have given you, 1s not improperly ex- 
preſſed, and that the Law given by Chriſt, the 
Son of Man, is in like manner, and as proper- 
ly ſpeaking, the Law of God, as was the Law 
given by Maſes; when all own and acknowledge 
that Moſes was not God, but Man, -and that our 
Saviour was © a Prophet like unto Moſes.” 
But our Saviour came allo to the Gentiles, 
who were not the People of God, and to whom 
God had not given his revealed Will and Com- 
mandments, nor any written Account of his 
Ni Name and Nature, and between whom and the 
Kings People of God there was a Partition-Wall built 
6. 21. by God himſelf, to exclude them from the 
Temple and Service of God, and they were 
deeply ſunk into Paganiſm and Idolatry. And 
if it be objected, What ſignified the preaching 
.of Repentance, unto them, if they had no Law 
or Rule to go by? In which caſe a Man would 
rather have ſuppoſed, that Chriſt ſhould have 
| proceeded 


the Revelation of the Wrath of God againſt Sin, 


_ "©. 
proceeded with them, as God did before with 


the Jeus, and to have given them an account 


of his Name and Nature, and to have laid be- 
fore them a Syſtem of Laws, whereby to go- 
vern their future Lives, and not to have preach- 
ed Repentance to them, if they had no Law or 


Rule of Righteouſneſs, to govern themſelves by, 


nor any Knowledge of God. But that was not 
their Caſe, for they had the Law of God ſtampt 
upon them, they were endued with Reaſon, the 
Law and Dictates of Nature, even the ſame 
with the written Law of God, ſaving the par- 
ticular Sanction and Puniſhment by Death an- 
nexed to the Revealed Law : And accordingly 
St. Paul the Apoſtle of the Gentiles ſupply'd thar 
Sanction, by revealing unto them © the Wrath 
ce of God againſt all Ungodlineſs and Unrigh- 
* teouſneſs of Men, even of the Gentiles who 


were already taught; but yet © held the Truth Rom. l. 
be in Unrighteouſneſs, becauſe that which might 18—21. 


© be known of God was manifeſt in them, for 
* God had ſhew'd it unto them, for the invi- 
© fible Things of God, from the Creation of 
« the World, were clearly ſeen, being under- 


* ſtood by the Things that were made, even 


* his eternal Power and Godhead ; ſo that 


© they were without Excuſe, becauſe that when 


* they knew God, they glorified him not as 
God, neither were thankful, but became 
“ vain in their Imaginations :** whereby it is 
plain, that the Nature of God, and the Law of 
God, was well known alſo to the Gentiles; on- 
ly the Wrath of God, to wit, the particular 
Sanction of the Law, was not known to them ; 
ſo that the Doctrine of Repentance was as pro- 
per to the Gentiles, as it was to the Jews. And

was a material and cogent Argument with the 
Gentiles for Repentance and Amendment of

And this therefore was the Doctrine preach- 
ed by our Saviour and his Apoſtles, both to 
Jews and Gentiles, even Repentance towards 
God; and there were no neu Inſtructions given 
to either of them, in reſpect of their Faith to- 
wards God : for the Nature, and even the Law 


of God, was manifeſt in the Gentiles by Reaſon 


and Nature, and ſtampt as it were upon the 
Soul of Man in general, and alſo particularly 
revealed to the Fews, and confirmed by Mira- 
cles. And our Saviour therefore particularly ſaid 
to the Jews, © You believe in God, believe alſo 
* in me.” But I ſay nothing new to you touch- 
ing the Nature of God ; there is no occaſion for 
it; you have already a true Account of him, 
given and revealed to you by himſelf : And it is 
alſo as true, that the Gentiles did already believe 
in God, and had in them an internal, true, and 
good account of God, by the DiQates of Rea- 
fon and Nature, the very ſame that was alſo re- 
vealed to the Jews, or elſe they could not have 
been ſaid to hold the Truth in Unrighteouſneſs. 

Therefore the one thing neceſſary to be preached 
both to Jews and Gentiles, in reſpe& of God, 
was Repentance towards God, not Faith to- 
wards God; for that they were poſſeſſed of 


already, and held the Truth in Unrighteouſneſs, 


as has been obſerved. 
Bur-Faith towards our Lord Jeſus Chriſt was 
lly neceſſary to both; for Repentance towards 
od, Without believing the Goſpel, without 


Faith towards our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, would 


not have been available: Whereas now God Al- 
mighty is, by the Body and Blood of _

were juſtified by Works only, ſo by the Goſpel ' 
both Jews and Gentiles are juſtified by Faith, 
they are hereby in a State of Juſtification : and 
without doubt this is what is meant and in- 
tended, and is all that is meant and intended, 
by Faith in the New Teſtament. Nor would I 
fay this, at leaſt, not ſo poſitively, without very 
good Authority, even the 'Teſtimony of the 
beloved Diſciple John the Divine, who affirms, Jo. 21. 7. 
that all the Miracles that were done by Jeſus 
Chriſt, eſpecially thoſe which were written, 
were, that we might believe that Jeſus is Jo. 20.
